This  form  is  for  the  pp.rp03e  of  recording  and  summarizing  production 
hatching,  chick  mortality,  and  cockerel  disposal  records  for  each  U.S.R.O.P 
mating.  It  also  provides  for  summarizing  the  performance  of  the  daughters 
entered  as  U.S.R.O.P.  candidates.  This  form  provides  for  the  information 
necessary  to  determine  whether  the  dams  and  sire  will  qualify  as  U. S. 
Register  of  Merit. 

Twenty  vertical  columns  are  provided  for  records  of  each  female 
usci  in  the  U.S.R..0.P.  mating  and  records  of  her  daughters.  The  vertical 
column  on  the  ertremo  right  at  the  top  of  the  page  is  for  the  summary  of 
all  female  records  on  hatching,  chick  mortality,  and  cockerel  disposal 
records  and  consists  of  a  summcuy  record  for  the  pen  and  therefore  a  record 
for  the  male.  Similarly,  the  summary  of  all  daughters'  egg  record  data 
at  the  lower  right  hand  side  of  the  form  under  "sire's  total"  will  provide 
a  surmiary  record  for  all  daughters  of  the  pen  which  are  entered  iinder 
U.S.R.O.P.  supervision  ard  therefore  a  record  of  the  male's  progeny.

Single  copies  may  be  filled 
in  by  the  U.S.R.O.P.  breeder  or  the  R.O.P.  inspector  during  the  year 
and  the  final  copy  made  at  the  close  of  the  trap-nest  year. 

These  records  will  be  analyzed  for  the  purpose  of  determir  ig  the 
dams  and  sires  which  would  qualify  as  U. S.  Register  of  Merit.  so  they 
will  be  used  in  studying  the  performance  of  birds  entered  under  U.S.R.O.P. 
supervision  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  following  detailed  suggestions,  are  offered  to  assist  the 
R.O.P.  supervisor  and  the  individual  breeders  in  different  States  to  fill 
in  the  report  forms  in  a  uniform  manner; 

1.  In  reporting  the  number  of  pullets  (Porm  13)  or  hens  (Porm  14) 
on  the  farm,  the  number  of  pndlets  and  hens  entered  in  U.S.R.O.Po  and  the 
number  of  pullets  and  hens  qualified,  only  birds  of  the  same  breed  should 
be  recorded  on  any  one  page. 

2.  The  State  leg-band  numbers  of  all  birds  entered  in  U.S.R.O.P. 
are  to  be  listed  in  column  1,  in  numerical  order.  Include  the  complete 
record  on  every  bird  entered  in  U.S.R.O.P.  that  finished  the  year  irres¬ 
pective  of  whether  or  not  she  qualified. 

3.  The  egg  production  reported  in  colurm  2  is  the  annual  egg  pro¬ 
duction  of  the  birds  entered  in  U.S.R.O.P.  measured  accordii'g  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Rational  poultiy  Improvement  Plaii, 

4.  The  average  egg  v/eight  reported  in  column  3  should  be  the  average 
of  all  egg  weights  taken  by  the  breeder  and  the  inspector,  as  provided  for 
in  the  plan,  and  is  to  be  given  in  ounces  and  the  nearest  tenth  of  an 
ounce  per  dozen. 

5.  The  average  body  v/eight  reported  in  column  4  should  be  average 
of  the  tv/o  weights  taken  by  the  R.C.P.  inspector  between  January  1  and 
August  1  and  given  in  pounds  and  the  nearest  tenth  of  a  pound. 

6.  Ro  entries  are  to  be  made  in  column  5,  entitled  "Index". 

7.  The  "Disposal"  column  provides  for  a  report  on  the  disposition  of 
birds  which  failed  to  qualify.  These  descriptive  terms  will  prove  of 
considerable  value  to  the  breeder  in  analyzing  the  breeding  value  of  families. 
To  facilitate  the  keeping  of  these  data,  the  disposition  of  U.S.R.O.P. 
candidates  should  be  recorded  on  the  monthly  trap-nest  sheets. 

3.  The  U.S.R.O.P.  leg-band  number  should  be  listed  in  column  7  for 
each  bird  that  qualifies. 

9.  If  the  bird  entered  in  U.S.R.O.P.  was  hatched  from  a  U.S.R.O.P. 
mating,  the  sire's  and  dam's  U.S.R.O.P.  leg-band  nu:iibers  shoul.d  be  given 
in  Columns  8  and  9.  This  will  make  it  possible  to  determine  the  birds 
which  would  qualify  for  U. S.  Register  of  Merit. 
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
